Theſe were all thy Servants, O God, 
who had a Zeal for thy Law, and being 
fearful of offending thee, chote to em- 
bra-e the greateſt Hardthips, rather than 
tranſgreſs thy Will, or do any Thing to 
thy Diſpleaſure: And yet, O God, b:- 
ing thus faithful to thee, how bitter was 
the Cup which thou gav'it them to 
Drink?

Danger of being overwhelm'd by the 
dves. 
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It being thus with the Apoſtles, were 
they alone to ſufter, and all their Fol- 
lowers to be exempt?
